Every parent not only 
must be aware of her right to be 
an authority, but must know how 
to imbue the child with a recogni 
tion of her right. 

When a boy of 5 takes to running 
with children of 8 or 9 there is sure 
to be trouble, He forgets the limita 
tions of his age and wants to act 
like the older boys. Mrs. J. R. says 
thet as a result her son has become 


incorrigible 


“He used to come in for his sup- 
per at 6 o'clock and then play in 
the house until bedtime. Now, he 
insists upon going out after his sup 
per and he has stayed out as late 
as 8:30. That is, until I found him 
and brought him home 

“So after that I decided to keep 
him in after supper. Every night 
there is a scene and quite often he 
won't come in for supper at all and 
prefers to go to bed without it 
rather than miss his piay. Tonight 
when I told him he couldn't go out 
he threw everything on the floor 
and then ran out of the*house.”

Rem ber your boy of 5 is not 
old enough to decide these vital 
questions and take the consequences 
of his bet r, You have to decide 
them for He can play outdoors, 
of course, when the weather is nice, 
but not away from home. The 


necessity now is for you to show 
the boy by your acts, not your 
words, that he cannot defy you 
when you tell him he can't play 
away from hor 

If you lose control of a boy of 5 
what will happen when he is 8 
or 9? 

A child of this age should not 
leave home without telling the 
parent where he is going He 
should come when called, espe- 
cially to a vital meal like the night 
one, If he does not, don't waste 
more breath. Go after him and 
bring him home. Even if he 
doesn't want to eat (you can't 
force that) he must sit at the table 
a suitable interval while you eat 
and must go to bed after supper 
without play if he is so weary that 
he cannot consume his food
